7th, 
HE General Aſſembly conſidering, how un- 


ſuitable it is for the Church, to engage their 
Credit beyond what their Funds are able to an- 
ö Iwer: Therefore, to prevent this Inconvenien- 
ee cy in Time coming, the General Aſſembly do 
hereby prohibit and diſcharge the applying of any of the faid 
Rooney towards the Payment of the Expences of Proceſs tor 
Stipends, except in Pariſhes where Popery abounds, or ſuch as 
ſhall be recommended both by the Fresbytery an d Synod to 
which the Pariſh belongs, and the Caſe laid before the Aſ- 
ſembly, and their particular Order given for that Effet, be- 
fore the Commencement of the Proceſs.
